1 .  CLIMATOLOGY 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  at  Paversham  was  24.60  inches  -  a  decrease 
of  2.63  from  the  previous  year.

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4 .  INFANT  DEATHS  (Deaths  under  1  year) 

(a)  The  total  infant  deaths  was  4  giving  a  rate  of  11,0  per  1,000  live 
births  -  a  decrease  of  13»0.  The  rate  of  legitimate  infant  deaths  per  1 ,000 
legitimate  live  births  was  9»0.

The  district  is  well  served  by  water  mains  and  only  9  houses  have  no  main 
supply. 

The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible  i'or  supplies  in  the  parishes  of 
Bobbing,  Iwade,  Hartlip,  Lower  Halstow,  Newington  and  Upchurch  and  the  remaining 
parishes  are  served  by  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  samples  of  treated  water  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  nine  samples  submitted  to  chemical 
examination  were  also  found  to  be  satisfactory.

HOUSING 


Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 


This  year  22  houses  were  demolished  and  2  closed  compared  with  11  demolished 
and  6  closed  last  year.  A  total  of  36  people  in  13  families  were  displaced 
and  re-housed  by  the  Council. 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  continues  to  make 
a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  Housing  in 
the  district. 


Discretionary  Grants 


A  total  of  41  applications  covering  44  dwellings  of  which  20  were  tenanted 
and  24  owner/occupied  were  received  during  the  year.  The  cost  of  work  involved 
was  £62,538  and  grants  of  £28,190  were  approved. 


Standard  Grants 


A  total  of  36  applications  covering  39  dwellings  of  which  33  were  owner/ 
occupied  and  3  were  tenanted  were  received.  These  was  one  conversion  of  three 
dwellings  into  one  and  one  conversion  bf'twoiihto  one. 


Total  grants  of  £8,685  were  approved  of  which  14  were  I  Higher  -Standard 'Grants 
at  a  totaL  cost  of  £5,295 


Qualification  Certificates 


The  Housing  Act,  1969  introduced  a  new  system  for  governing  the  rents 
of  privately  rented  dwellings.  The  owner  of  a  controlled  property  may  obtain 
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from  the  Local  Authority  a  certificate  that  the  dwelling  is  or,  when  specified 
works  have  been  carried  out,  will  be  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard.  This 
Qualification  Certificate  has  to  be  submitted  to  the  Rent  Officer  who  will  then 
determine  a  new  rent  for  the  property. 


A  total  of  28  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  were  received 
during  the  year  and  4  of  these  had  been  granted  by  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
addition  4  applications  for  Certificates  of  Provisional  Approval  were  received 
and  granted.
